Council hears update on 
water extension project 
along Albany Bypass 


Albany City Council met in regular session for 
the final time this year last Tuesday, December 
2 with five of six members present. The meeting 
was brief with only a few items of business on the 
agenda. 

Albany Mayor Smith first gave a brief update 
on the only ongoing water related project, that 
being the proposal to extend a 12-inch water line 
along the bypass from the Perry Hay farm north to 
the Hwy. 738 intersection. 

A preliminary study and cost estimate has been 
completed with the project to cost approximately 
$1.9 million. Funding would come from a combi- 


Fred Thrasher, 
Chnton native, 
famed artist, 
announces 
retirement from 
commercial 
canvas work

Fred 
Thrasher is a Clinton County native who currently 
resides in Somerset, Kentucky] 

After 37 years, Fred Thrasher’s artistic career is 
coming to an end. 

Thrasher, 67, one of Kentucky’s most renowned 
and respected artists, will be offering his last com¬ 
mercial print entitled “Family Heritage” for sale. 
He is limiting his final piece—a serene snow-blan¬ 
keted farm landscape—to 500 signed and num¬ 
bered prints, and 150 artist proofs. 

The print is part of a series that Thrasher has 
collaborated on with his son, Dennis, and his 
grandson, Colby, who each contributed to the orig¬ 
inal painting. 

Thrasher described the moment as “bitter¬ 
sweet” but said he relishes the shared opportunity 
to officially retire with family present and the abil¬ 
ity to have them contribute to his final print. 

Even though his professional journey as an art¬ 
ist who focused on landscapes, nature scenes and 
historical landmarks has ended, Thrasher insisted 
that he will continue to paint as a hobby in retire¬ 
ment. 

Thrasher’s life has been a journey. Although 
he painted professionally and sold his work for 37

‘Smitty’ leaves Albany City 
Council after over 30 years 



James “Smitty”Smith 


One of the longest serving pub¬ 
lic officials, in either city or county 
government, will be exiting office 
after this month following a cumu¬ 
lative 31 years as a member of the 
Albany City Council. 

James “Smitty” Smith, 79, was 
first elected to a seat on the council 
back in 1978 and barring a couple 
of terms in which he did not serve, 
put in a total of over three decades, 
including one term being for three 
years when state government pushed 
to make all local elections fall in 
“even” years, which gave elected of¬ 
ficials an extra year to serve back in 


the 1990s. 

Smith, who is also a now-retired 
long-time businessman and farmer, 
served a total of 15 terms and recalls 
when he was first on the council, the 
position paid a hefty $1 per month. 

The outgoing councilman has 
seen a lot of changes within the city 
and county over the years and de¬ 
cades and noted some of the more 
major accomplishments that have 
taken place over that time. 

Smith served when city water be¬ 
came available to almost all residents

Foreign investors must report agricultural land ownership 


Foreign investors who buy, 
sell, or hold an interest in U. 
S. agricultural land must report 
their holdings and transactions 
to the U. S. Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture. 

Who Must Report? 

Foreign individuals, foreign 
organizations, foreign govern¬ 
ments and U. S. Organizations 
- if a significant interest or sub¬ 


stantial control is directly or 
indirectly held by foreign indi¬ 
viduals, organizations, or gov¬ 
ernments. 

What is Agricultural Land? 

Land used within the last five 
years for farming, ranching, for¬ 
estry, or timber production of 
more than 10 acres in the aggre¬ 
gate. Land exceeding 10 acres 
in which 10 percent is stocked 


by trees of any size, including 
land that formerly had such tree 
cover and will be naturally or 
artificially regenerated. Land- 
holding totaling 10 acres or less 
in the aggregate if producing an¬ 
nual gross receipts in excess of 
$1,000 from the sale of farm, 
ranch, forestry, or timber pro¬ 
duction. 

Where to Report: 


Report to the county office 
of the Farm Service Agency, 
US DA, in which the land is 
located. Attorney, real estate 
brokers, farm manager, banks, 
holding companies, and agents 
can report on behalf of foreign 
investors. 

Failure to report could result 
in fine of up to 25 percent of the 
property’s fair market value.

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The two men charged in con¬ 
nection with the theft of several 
thousand pounds of copper from 
Belden have been sentenced 
to serve 10 years each for the 
crimes. 

A final judgment was entered 
in Wayne Circuit Court on No¬ 
vember 24 in the cases of Jimmy 
Pruitt and Christopher Pruitt. 

Christopher Pruitt entered 
guilty pleas to charges of theft 
by unlawful taking over $10,000, 
criminal possession of a forged 
instrument second degree and 24 
counts of theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing over $500. 

Christopher Pruitt entered a 
plea agreement on these charges 
on September 22. They represent 
two indictments that were re¬ 
turned against Christopher Pruitt 
in 2014. 

According to the plea agree¬ 
ment, Christopher Pruitt received 
five year sentences on each 
charge which will run concur¬ 


rently. 

Charges from each of the in¬ 
dictments will run consecutively 
for a total of 10 years. 

Jimmy Pruitt entered guilty 
please to charges of theft by 
unlawful taking over $10,000, 
criminal possession of a forged 
instrument second degree, 41 
counts of theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing over $500 and two counts of 
forgery second degree. 

Jimmy Pruitt entered a plea 
agreement on these charges on 
October 1. 

Under the agreement, he re¬ 
ceived a five year sentence on 
each charge to run concurrently. 
The sentences from each indict¬ 
ment will run consecutively for a 
total of 10 years in prison. 

In February 2014, Christo¬ 
pher Pruitt and Jimmy Pruitt 
were arrested in possession of 
approximately 15,000 pounds 
of copper wire stolen from the 
Monticello Belden plant, accord¬ 
ing to police. 

That prompted an investiga¬ 
tion that resulted in a second set 
of indictments against the two 
men. 

The second indictment, re¬ 
turned in May, came after the 


investigation revealed a series 
of 41 copper wire thefts that had 
occurred from the Monticello 
Belden plant and four from the 
now-closed Tompkinsville plant. 

The thefts occurred over a pe¬ 
riod of time from 2004 through 
February 2014. 

Jimmy Pruitt and Christopher 
Pruitt are both required to pay 
restitution as determined by the 
court. 

Formal sentencing for both 
men was held October 29 in 
Wayne Circuit Court. 


A McCreary County man was 
arrested on Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 26 after what officials say 
was an unsuccessful attempt to 
smuggle contraband into the 
Wayne County Detention Center. 

According to Jailer Ray Up¬ 
church, Joshua New, of Stearns, 
Ky., was brought into the deten¬ 
tion center at approximately 11 
a.m. that morning. 

After conducting a search, the 
shift sergeant at the facility dis¬ 
covered that New had 10 generic 
Klonipin and 13 generic Xanax. 

New was charged with pro¬ 
moting contraband first degree 
by the Monticello Police Depart¬ 
ment. Police seized the contra¬ 
band for evidence. 



There was only one item on 
last week’s fiscal court agenda 
other than the normal monthly fi¬ 
nancials. The bid from N8 Indus¬ 
tries, LLC was back on the table 
and discussion was just as lively 
as at the October 28 meeting. 

As noted in a previous issue, 
part of the May 2010 flood di¬ 
saster relief program, the coun¬ 
ty was approved for a FEMA 
Weather Radio Initiative grant in 
the amount of $233,092 to pur¬ 
chase 6,500 National Weather 
Service radios for every county 
household and business. 

The funding breakdown is 


from three sources: the fed¬ 
eral government is contributing 
around $175,000, with the state 
12 percent and the county 13 
percent or around $30,000. The 
original plan was for the county 
to meet its match without great 
expense by having the radios 
programmed to pick up weather 
alerts for Metcalfe and surround¬ 
ing counties by county person¬ 
nel. The grant offer has already 
been extended by one year. 

The sole bid on the 6,500 
radios was submitted by N8 In¬ 
dustries, LLC owned by Nate 
Froggett of Center, Kentucky. 
The bid was $233,675, and in¬ 
cluded pre-programming for $25. 
(The bid specified 10 counties.) 
That automatically eliminates 
the county’s in-kind match that 
would necessitate expenditure of 
about $30,000 of county funds. 

After Judge Doug Wilson ne¬ 
gotiated with Froggett, the bid 
was reduced by $3,700 to $35.37 
per radio. Magistrates still had 
questions and the issue was ta¬ 
bled at the October 28 meeting. 

“Can we reject this bid and re¬ 
bid it? Magistrate Dale Rowlett 
asked County Attorney Sharon 
Howard. “I don’t understand 
how come we only got one bid. 
Every time we bid something, we 
only get one bid.” 

“You can do several things,” 
Howard explained. 

“We’re at the point where 
we’re either going to take the 
$200,000 or we’re not,” Judge 
Wilson interjected. “Dale, as far 
as getting only one bid, I think 
Sharon said just the other day 
that in other counties they have 
the same problem.” 

“We’re going to get $200,000 
for spending $30,000,” Wilson 
continued. 

Discussion continued, raising 
the issue of whether radios could 
be purchased cheaper; what 
brand the weather radios are and 
how long the warranty is, as well 
as whether that many radios are 
needed. 

When DEM Emory Kidd first 
proposed a quantity of 6,500 ra¬ 
dios, it did not take into account 
how many households have al¬ 
ready purchased a weather radio. 

Filling in for Kidd, who was 
unavailable, Regional DEM 
Gary Fancher added that the 
FEMA grant was approved based 
on every household and business 
getting a weather radio. “If we 
don’t buy the specified amount 
we may not be qualified for the 
grant.” 

Finally, Magistrate Greg 
White made a motion to reject 
the bid with Rowlett seconding 
the motion, which passed three 
to one. Judge Wilson cast the dis¬ 
senting vote. 



A Russell County woman was 
taken into custody in Colum¬ 
bia early Tuesday morning, De¬ 
cember 2, on methamphetamine 
manufacturing and possession 
charges, according to Columbia 
Police. 

Police reports say that Kay- 
lea Bunch, 21, was charged with 
manufacturing methamphet¬ 
amine and possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance. 

Columbia Police Sgt. Gary 
Roy and Officer Josh Brockman 
say they discovered a “mobile 
meth lab,” finished product, mul¬ 
tiple components and equipment 
used in making meth in the trunk 
of a vehicle during a traffic stop 
at 4:42 a.m. in the 800 block of 
Jamestown St. in Columbia. 

Bunch was lodged in the 
Adair County Regional Jail. 


Last year little Hadleigh Par¬ 
ris, daughter of Tracie and Matt 
Parrish, came up with a brilliant 
idea to try and make sure every 
child in the community had a lit¬ 
tle something for Christmas. 

Then six, now seven year old 
Hadleigh got the idea of a “free” 
yard sale in which donated items 
could be given away in a yard 
sale setting to make sure other 
children who may not be as for¬ 
tunate could have a Christmas 
too. 

And according to Becky Had¬ 
ley, Hadleigh and all her friends 
wanted to do it again (the event 
was held this past Saturday, De¬ 
cember 6). 

Becky Hadley is Hadleigh’s 
grandmother, and yes, they are 
pronounced the same, so to make 


things easier let’s call Hadley 
what Hadlleigh likes to call her 
grandmother, “Noonie.” 

“We did it last year and it 
was so successful,” said Noonie. 
“People just, it seemed like they 
appreciate it so much so we’re 
trying to do it again this year.” 

It must have been something 
that weighed on the little six year 
old’s mind. 

“Hadleigh just had decided 
one day that she wanted to do 
it. She said, ’How about giv¬ 
ing some of my toys to kids that 
don’t have any?’,” Noonie said. 
“Then on the way to school she 
said, ‘I know, we can have a free 
yard sale and give all our toys 
to the kids that needed them. ’ So 
she came up with the idea,” 

“We just thought, that is a 
great idea and then we thought 
maybe more people would want 
to get involved and we took it 
from there,” she said. 

The event became so big, be¬ 
ing featured on WLEX channel 
18 and on WKYT channel 27 
last year, and so many people 
involved that Noonie said they 
decided to keep it closer to 
home this year, and that so many 
friends, family and others had 
donated so much time and effort 
that trying to recognize everyone 
or only specifically recogniz¬ 
ing some of the many, including 
many child friends of Hadleigh, 
wouldn’t be fair. Nor did she 
want it to become about recogni¬ 
tion about the selfless act itself. 

You may have seen the flyer 
making the rounds around the 
community which says, “A little 
girl’s dream to share her gently 
used toys with children who may 
not have any toys for Christmas 
has turned into a yearly event. 
With the help of friends and fam¬ 
ily and many people donating 
both items and money we are 
able to serve the community.” 

So many gave a monetary gift 
last year, collecting about $900 
when they were expecting may¬ 
be $200, Noonie said, that they 
are going to donate to both God’s 
Food Pantry as well as the Hope 
Cafe in Russell Springs. 

Hope Cafe serves a free meal 
on the third Thursday of every 
month in downtown Russell 
Springs. 

“It’s just a group of ladies that 
just cook meals,” Noonie said. 
“And you just come in and eat 
and it doesn’t matter who you 
are, it’s for everybody.” 

There’s a special lesson be¬ 
ing learned about helping those 
less fortunate and being active 
and giving back to the commu¬ 
nity they live in for Hadleigh and 
her friends, and a further lesson 
was learned last year when they 
went to buy food for God’s Food 
Pantry.” 

On a Saturday following the 
free yard sale last year, all the 
kids who wanted to help were 
invited to gather at Price Less, 
and with the help of a God’s 
Food Pantry volunteers who had 
printed up sheets that depicted 
the items that they would like 
(for the little ones who couldn’t 
yet read), they proceeded to fill 
about 20 shopping carts full of 
groceries. They spent about $500 
of the donations and the rest was 
donated directly to the food pan¬ 
try to further purchase items. 

“Those kids were amazed 
about how much they were able 
to buy,” Noonie said. “They got 
to shop, and it was amazing, they 
just couldn’t believe that much 
money could buy that much food 
and that they were able to help 
that many people.” 

For a six year old who turned 
seven that might have forgot 
about or decided it was all too 
much effort. No one would think 
anything of it, but that wasn’t the 
case. “That’s the first thing she 
thought about this year,” said 
Noonie. 

“She says, can we do the yard 
sale again because so many kids 
were happy; when they left they 
were so happy.” 

“I said do you want to do it, 
it’s a lot of work? And she said 
yes.” 



Rickman Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment Chief Ray Neal has is¬ 
sued a written response to allega¬ 
tions by the State Comptroller’s 
office that the department under 
his leadership had, in the words 
of the Comptroller’s report, 


“several problems.” 

A letter dated Wednesday, No¬ 
vember 19 on RVFD letterhead 
was sent to OCN by Neal after 
the story that ran in the Overton 
County News earlier. That letter 
reads as follows: 

“The Rickman Volunteer Fire 
Department has been under a 
three-year investigation and au¬ 
dit by the State of Tennessee for 
the past seven months because 
of lies and allegations by a few 
individuals. These individuals 
have broke state and federal laws 
and now are trying to hide behind 
the law. As soon as the report be¬ 
comes public it will be displayed 
at the Rickman Volunteer Fire 
Department for anyone’s view¬ 
ing. 

“It’s time for some truth to 
be heard. I have answered every 
question by the state and coun¬ 
ty. There is no funds missing or 
short, 90 percent of the figure 
everyone has seen was federal 
grants. These grants were spent 
just as the federal government 
said they had to be spent—a new 
truck, turn-out gear, air packs, 
extrication equipment, etc. The 
rest was raised by the members 
of the Rickman Volunteer Fire 
Department along with county 
funds, which is around $6,000 
per year after insurance is paid 
on the members in case of an ac¬ 
cident. 

“The biggest fault the depart¬ 
ment had was its nonprofit status 
had been revoked in which I told 
the state it had and was working 
on it at the time the investigation 
started. 

“As for the loans to some, yes 
they were made and repaid by 
them. These volunteers spend a 
lot of money out of their pocket 
just to serve our community. 
Several was experiencing hard 
times, but I allowed this to help 
them for a short period of time. 

“To start with, let’s discuss 
the informant in this case. He 
was under observation since ear¬ 
ly 2012 for possible arson. Late 
2013, I had enough information 
to make it official. This can be 
confirmed by anyone—just go 
to the State Fire Marshal’s site. 
Look at the minutes for the last 
meeting of the Upper Cumber¬ 
land Council of Fire Chiefs in 
2013 held in Cookeville. Some 
very informative speakers came 
at my request to help me with 
this matter. Early 2014 this in¬ 
dividual allegedly searched an¬ 
other person’s device to find out 
this. But the most important sta¬ 
tistic of all is the southern part of 
Overton County had an average 
of eight to 12 fires per year. As of 
to date in 2014. 

“I think a fire department 
should do everything in its power 
to improve itself for better ser¬ 
vices to the community it serves, 
not to just say we are volunteers 
and we don’t have to. I have tried 
to create a place where a person 
can serve the community with 
honor regardless of race, color, 
or creed and keep the childish 
attitudes, egos, drama, and B.S. 
out, free of political influence. 

“I have worked hard to im¬ 
prove this department to be all it 
can for this community, and this 
is nothing more than a public at¬ 
tack by a few trying to break the 
public trust I have worked hard 
to gain after the way the depart¬ 
ment has been abused in the past 
years. 

“This is for the individuals in¬ 
volved so you know; Yes, I have 
excellent hearing. 

“(Signed) Chief Rickman 
Volunteer Fire, Charles R. Neal.” 

As detailed earlier, Neal said 
he would stop authorizing per¬ 
sonal loans to Rickman VFD 
firefighters, furthermore, the 
Comptroller’s report quoted Neal 
as saying he was working to cor¬ 
rect the nonprofit status filing at 
the time of the investigation and 
that he would try to tighten up 
the accounting practices of the 
department for things including 
receipt-keeping and securement 
of funds until they can be depos¬ 
ited in the bank.

years, Thrasher has been an artist 
nearly all his life. 

Fred W. Thrasher was born 
in Clinton County, Kentucky in 
1938. He attributed his aptitude 
for self promotion and the mar¬ 
keting skills he learned as a com¬ 
mercial artist to his father. 

“He would drive his old 
pickup truck filled with firewood 
downtown,” Thrasher recalled.

In honor of Greg Neal

Gregory (Greg) L. Neal, 53, passed away late Friday evening, November 28,2014, 
at the St. Vincent’s Regional Hospital in Anderson, Indiana following a brief illness.

Greg owned and operated the Neal & Son Garage 
Inc. for many years and enjoyed restoring old cars and classic cars, and was often 
called upon to judge at various car shows.

sold after playing a few more 
songs. 

Thrasher was entirely self- 
taught. Growing up in a modest 
environment in Clinton County 
helped provide him the reflective 
memories for which his paintings 
are famous. Drawing and paint¬ 
ing would become an obses¬ 
sion he developed during grade 
school, ascribing his inspiration 
for drawing and painting to his 
fourth grade teacher. 

“She really encouraged me 
and praised my drawings,” 
Thrasher said. “Back then, we 
didn’t really have any formal art 
classes. I remember one day she 
had the class to do a drawing and 
whoever had the best one would 
win free pencils.” 

Inspired by the competition 
and prize, Thrasher ended up 
winning the contest and then im¬ 
mediately sold the pencils—his 
first act of commerce from his 
artwork. 

He continued to draw sketch¬ 
es in school and came to love art. 

Like many of his era in rural 
Kentucky, he stopped attending 
school after the eighth grade to 
find employment. Instead of sell¬ 
ing pencils, he found a method 
of making some spare money for 
his art skills while employed as 
a helper with a 7 Up truck route. 

“I started with painting signs 
for grocery stores,” he noted. 

Thrasher also gave a lot of 
credit to his family for his inspi¬ 
ration and success as an artist. 

At the age of 19, Thrasher 
married his wife, Betty, and they 
have been together for 57 years. 
The couple had six children. 

Thrasher said he could have 
never achieved all he has without 
the encouragement and support 
from his family. 

Perhaps out of a necessity 
of having a wife and six young 
children, he strove to learn how 
to become more accomplished at 
doing other jobs besides paint¬ 
ing to provide an earning for his 
family. 

He first used his sales ability 
as an insurance agent before uti¬ 
lizing it with his art and became 
one of the most productive insur¬ 
ance agents for his company. 

In 1968, he became the first 
person in Kentucky to earn an 
agent’s license without a high 
school education. Eventually, 
he became the top-selling agent 
writing more than $1 million in 
insurance policies. 


Relying upon his father’s in¬ 
struction, Thrasher discovered 
that creating sketches, paintings, 
and the pieces of art for his in¬ 
surance clients was a helpful 
supplement in selling insurance 
policies. 

While developing a strong 
work ethic and tenacity as a top 
salesman, he also began to ex¬ 
pand his artistic endeavors with 
oil paintings in 1968. He dedi¬ 
cated the same persistence to 
learning how to paint with oils 
as he had with selling insurance. 
However, painting was still just 
a hobby. 

“I knew I couldn’t paint 
fast enough to make a living,” 
Thrasher said. 

The transition from hobby- 
painter to full-time artist came 
once he learned how to utilize 
his marketing ability to sell lim¬ 
ited edition prints. His first lim¬ 
ited-edition print (which is now 
a highly sought after collector’s 
item) was of Clinton County 
High School that he painted in 
1977. He sold 1,000 copies for 
$10 each. During that same year 
with $10,000 in savings, Thrash¬ 
er decided to leave his job as an 
agent and devote himself full¬ 
time to painting and selling his 
work to galleries. 

“I told my wife, give it two 
years and if it didn’t work out, I’d 
go back to a real job,” Thrasher 
joked. 

At first, he didn’t know what 
to paint for a commercial suc¬ 
cess. 

“I was driving home one night 
on Highway 90 and stopped off 
at a stream to get a drink of wa¬ 
ter. I just looked around at how 
beautiful it was and thought this 
would be a painting I would buy 
and put in my home.” 

Initially, Thrasher used his so¬ 
cial contacts from the insurance 
business as he traveled around 
the state trying to sell his prints at 
galleries and other locations. As 
with every sole proprietor, suc¬ 
cess did not happen overnight. 

“A lot of times I would trade 
prints for antiques at some an¬ 
tique store to get my art out 
there,” he said. 

Eventually, more galleries 
started to buy his prints and he 
established a sales route around 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and In¬ 
diana. He also attended vari¬ 
ous conventions and the annual 


Kentucky State Fair, setting up 
a vendor’s table. As his paint¬ 
ings became more in demand, 
Thrasher drew upon the influ¬ 
ence of Norman Rockwell’s nos¬ 
talgic themes. He became known 
for his paints of nature scenes, 
landscapes, and historic sites. 

With no formal art training, it 
could be argued that Thrasher is 
a one-of-a-kind artist born with 
God-given talent. However, he 
feels everyone has some artistic 
talent. 

“I realize that God did give 
me some skills and interest with 
art, but, I’ve also had to learn, al¬ 
most obsessively, through repeti¬ 
tion how to paint.” 

“Talent is developed from 
the outcome of being obsessed 
about whatever skill you want to 
learn.” 

Now, after 37 years of com¬ 
mercial painting and sales, 
Thrasher is ready to retire as a 
full-time artist. The collabora¬ 
tive project with his family was 
a joint idea by all three. 

Dennis still paints quite a 
bit, and Colby has started to sell 
some of his work, while attend¬ 
ing college, Thrasher said. “I 
foresee them along with my son, 
Ronnie, continuing to not only 
keep the on-line business run¬ 
ning, but also to produce more 
paintings of their own.” 

He recognizes that he has 
been blessed to earn an income 
at something he truly enjoys. 

“I look back on it and real¬ 
ize how blessed I’ve been; It’s 
truly been an honor for people to 
enjoy my art enough to be will¬ 
ing to buy it and hang it in their 
homes.” 

He said he will miss the 
friendships he has built up over 
the years from selling his art. 

“I wish there was a way I 
could properly thank all of the 
people who have bought my 
artwork. They have helped me 
make a living and raise six chil¬ 
dren these past 37 years, and I 
just want them to know what a 
honor it has been for me. 

“I can never repay what a 
privilege it’s been to be that art¬ 
ist people choose to have in their 
homes.” 

Of course, Thrasher’s prints 
can still be purchased on his 
studio’s website: www.thrasher- 
prints, com. He said he is far from 
giving up painting all together. 

“I will probably paint until I 
die.”

of the county and was in office 
during two new sewer treatment 
facilities being constructed and 
two new fire stations, actually 
helping with the design of the 
former fire station years ago. 

Smith also said he was in of¬ 
fice during the Downtown Revi¬ 
talization Project that took place 
in Albany just a few years ago 
and when the city helped get the 
stop lights installed on Hwy. 127 
near McDonald’s, as well as add¬ 
ing some sidewalks in some areas 
of the city. He did say, however, 
he would like to see more side¬ 
walks in the city limits, including 
to the high school and on Hwy. 
738 to Albany Manor. 


The councilman also noted 
that even though the city didn’t 
get much credit, the mayor at the 
time, the late James Brown, and 
the city council did support and 
help in getting Cagles (now Eq¬ 
uity Group) to locate here. 

When Smith first served on 
the council, the current “new” 
city hall was a garage that was 
purchased by the city and reno¬ 
vated into the current Albany 
City Hall, complete with offices 
and conference room and kitchen 
type area. The old city hall por¬ 
tion is now used as the city’s wa¬ 
ter department office. 

Even before becoming a city 
council member, Smith served as 
chairman of Golden Harvest Vil¬ 
lage (Housing Authority), a posi¬ 
tion he has held for 36 years. 

Smith is also pleased that in 
the last 20 years as a councilman, 
he has not voted to increase city 
taxes. 


Smith said he was going to 
miss working with other city of¬ 
ficials and being around people 
when he leaves office next year, 
including the mayor, council 
members and the public. He has 
served with a total of six differ¬ 
ent mayors since the late 70s, and 
said about the position another 
thing he would miss is being a 
voice for the citizens of Albany 
and representing them to the best 
of his ability. 

Smith said the duties of a 
council member are varied, in¬ 
cluding seeing the city is man¬ 
aged properly, assisting the 
mayor in making decisions that 
concern the city and correcting 
problems when they arise, as 
well as working to help gain new 
business and industry. 

“Smitty,” as he is affection¬ 
ately called, owned and operated 
Smitty’s Drive-In near his home 
in south Albany for some 38 


years, starting May 18, 1962 and 
closing July 4, 2000. 

Smith, who was born and 
raised in the Central Grove Com¬ 
munity, also farmed in his earlier 
years before leasing and working 
in Cleveland, Ohio for Kroger’s 
from 1950-1961 before moving 
back home and opening his very 
successful drive-in restaurant. 

Smith and his wife of 59 
years, Shelva (Hughes) Smith- 
-who helped operate Smitty’s 
Drive-In throughout the years, 
have a daughter, Sherry Shep¬ 
herd and two grandsons, Bran¬ 
don, a senior at the University 
of Kentucky and Brett, a high 
school senior. 

He noted that he planned on 
dedicating his time to take care 
of his wife and vice versa and 
closed by thanking the citizens 
of Albany for putting their faith 
and confidence in him over the 
years.

The Clinton County Lady 
Bulldogs have managed to get 
the 2014-15 basketball season 
off to a fantastic start, dispatch¬ 
ing their first three opponents on 
the schedule in exemplary fash¬ 
ion to get the year off and run¬ 
ning with a 3-0 record. 

In the process, the Lady Bull¬ 
dogs have picked up all three of 
their victories by double-digit 
winning spreads, including a win 
last Saturday night over Warren 
East that saw the game ending 
with the “mercy rule” in effect as 
the Lady Dawgs cruised to a 32 
point win over the Lady Raiders,, 
65-33. 

The first two victories in the 
season included a season opening 
52-42 win over the Lady Rebels 
of Casey County last Tuesday 
night and the team’s only road 


game this season thusfar, a 44-32 
victory over Franklin-Simpson 
last Friday night.

The Clinton County Bulldogs 
evened up its 4th Region record 
Saturday night, picking up a high 
scoring double-digit win over 
the Raiders of Bowling Green’s 
Warren East, 72-62. 

The victory pushed the Bull¬ 
dogs overall season record at this 
early stage in the year to a 2-1 
mark while Warren East left the 
Lindle Castle Gymnasium with a 
record of 1-2. 

The Raiders were first on the 
board Saturday night on a pair 
of made free throws just 40 sec¬ 
onds after the opening tip-off and 
following a basket by Clinton 
County’s Keifer Dalton to even 
the score, Warren East pulled 
back in front again on two more 
free throws. 

Although Warren East man¬ 
aged to hang close to the Bull¬ 
dogs, especially in the closing 
minutes of play that early first 
quarter lead would prove to be 
the last time the Raiders would 
be in front of the Dawgs. 

Clinton County pulled in front 
again on a basket by Ethan Smith 
with 4:55 showing on the first 
quarter clock at 5-4 and a free 
throw by the Raiders that fol¬ 
lowed tied the score at 5-5. 


The Bulldogs put together a 
9-0 run that saw scoring from 
Dalton, Lance Claywell and 
Chance McWhorter to put Clin¬ 
ton County out in front by nine 
points, 14-5 and still in control of 
a nice lead at the end of the first 
quarter of action, 18-10. 

Smith dropped in Clinton 
County’s first four points to get 
the second quarter off and run¬ 
ning and send the Bulldogs out 
in front with its first double-digit 
lead, 22-12. 

The game officials, appar¬ 
ently charged this year with at¬ 
tempting to cut down on hand¬ 
checking and incidental contact, 
succeeded in keeping the contest 
from picking up any manner of 
speed and rhythm, finishing the 


first half by calling some 30 per¬ 
sonal fouls that resulted in both 
teams reaching the double bonus 
mark with 10 team fouls each in 
the first quarter. 

Clinton County’s floor per¬ 
formance against the Raiders 
was far improved over the effort 
against Franklin-Simpson the 
previous night, and on a couple 
of occasions, the Bulldogs ap¬ 
peared poised to run away with 
the contest. 

Warren East had other plans, 
however, and each time the Bull¬ 
dogs were set to pull away, the 
Raiders managed to put together 
enough scoring to put themselves 
back within reach. 

The Bulldogs held a one-time 
15 point lead over the Raiders 
coming down the stretch near the 
end of the first half, 35-20, but 
saw their halftime lead cut to 12 
points, 36-24. 

It was Warren East that opened 
the second half with a hot shoot¬ 
ing hand and before the Bulldogs 
were able to turn things around, 
the fans on hand were suddenly 
watching a close contest again. 

The Raiders opened the third 
quarter with a 10-2 run that cut 
Clinton County’s lead to just four 
points, 38-34 early in the quarter.

DaVinci notebook sells for over 5 million 

December 18, 1980 

On this day in 1980, American oil tycoon Armand Hammer pays $5,126,000 at auction for a note¬ 
book containing writings by the legendary artist Leonardo da Vinci. 

The manuscript, written around 1508, was one of some 30 similar books da Vinci produced during 
his lifetime on a variety of subjects. It contained 72 loose pages featuring some 300 notes and detailed 
drawings, all relating to the common theme of water and how it moved. Experts have said that da Vinci 
drew on it to paint the background of his masterwork, the Mona Lisa. The text, written in brown ink and 
chalk, read from right to left, an example of da Vinci’s favored mirror-writing technique. The painter 
Giuseppi Ghezzi discovered the notebook in 1690 in a chest of papers belonging to Guglielmo della 
Porto, a 16th-century Milanese sculptor who had studied Leonardo’s work. In 1717, Thomas Coke, the 
first earl of Leicester, bought the manuscript and installed it among his impressive collection of art at his 
family estate in England. 

More than two centuries later, the notebook—by now known as the Leicester Codex—showed up 
on the auction block at Christie’s in London when the current Lord Coke was forced to sell it to cover 
inheritance taxes on the estate and art collection. In the days before the sale, art experts and the press 
speculated that the notebook would go for $7 to $20 million. In fact, the bidding started at $1.4 million 
and lasted less than two minutes, as Hammer and at least two or three other bidders competed to raise the 
price $100,000 at a time. The $5.12 million price tag was the highest ever paid for a manuscript at that 
time; a copy of the legendary Gutenberg Bible had gone for only $2 million in 1978. “I’m very happy 
with the price. I expected to pay more,” Hammer said later. “There is no work of art in the world I wanted 
more than this.” Lord Coke, on the other hand, was only “reasonably happy” with the sale; he claimed 
the proceeds would not be sufficient to cover the taxes he owed. 

Hammer, the president of Occidental Petroleum Corporation, renamed his prize the Hammer Codex 
and added it to his valuable collection of art. When Hammer died in 1990, he left the notebook and other 
works to the Armand Hammer Museum of Art and Cultural Center at the University of California at Los 
Angeles (UCLA). Several years later, the museum offered the manuscript for sale, claiming it was forced 
to take this action to cover legal costs incurred when the niece and sole heir of Hammer’s late wife, 
Frances, sued the estate claiming Hammer had cheated Frances out of her rightful share of his fortune. 
On November 11, 1994, the Hammer Codex was sold to an anonymous bidder—soon identified as Bill 
Gates, the billionaire founder of Microsoft—at a New York auction for a new record high price of $30.8 
million. Gates restored the title of Leicester Codex and has since loaned the manuscript to a number of 
museums for public display. 

West Paducah, Kentucky horror 

December 18, 1997 

Fourteen-year-old Michael Cameal is indicted as an adult on three counts of murder and five counts 
of attempted murder for the shooting of his classmates at Heath High School in West Paducah, Kentucky. 
On December 1, Carneal pulled out a pistol and fired 11 shots into a group of students in the school’s 
lobby. 

By all accounts, Michael Carneal was a normal teenager from a solid family. He was neither excep¬ 
tionally popular nor a social outcast. On December 1, when his older sister, Kelly, drove him to school, 
he reportedly claimed that the blanketed bundle on his lap was a prop for a school project; in fact, it 
contained two rifles and two shotguns. In addition, Carneal was carrying a .22-caliber pistol. The guns 
had all been stolen from a neighbor’s garage several weeks earlier. 

When he arrived at school, Carneal walked toward a before-school prayer meeting that was just 
breaking up, inserted earplugs into his ears, loaded the .22, and then methodically shot eight students 
from a distance of 10 feet. Amid the barrage, fellow student Ben Strong convinced Carneal to drop his 
weapon and held him down until the school’s principal took the gunman away. 

When asked what motivated his killing rampage, Carneal only cried and asked authorities to kill 
him. Later, he claimed that he was inspired by the movie The Basketball Diaries, starring Leonardo Di- 
Caprio. Families of the victims filed a $130 million lawsuit against 21 entertainment companies for their 
alleged role in the tragedy. Among those sued were the makers of the video games Quake and Doom. 
According to the litigants, Carneal had learned how to shoot accurately from playing these games. 

Although charged as an adult, Cameal’s young age made him ineligible for the death penalty. He 
pleaded guilty but mentally ill, and he was sentenced to life in prison with a possibility of parole in 25 
years. 

The Paducah community was remarkably kind to Carneal’s family in the wake of the tragedy, offer¬ 
ing them condolences and welcoming Kelly back to school after the incident.

He is president of the Kentucky As¬ 
sociation of Soil Conservation Districts, and is also affiliated with several other service organizations in 
the state. 

Mr. James K. Wisdom, Mayor of Albany, awarded a long list of prizes to farmers for an outstanding 
job of Soil Conservation Farming during 1954. All these prizes were contributed by the business people 
of Albany.

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Edelen releases Audit of Clinton 
County Sheriff's Tax Settlement 


State Auditor Adam Edelen 
has released the audit of the sher¬ 
iff’s settlement—2013 taxes for 
Clinton County Sheriff Ricky 
Riddle. State law requires the 
auditor to annually audit the ac¬ 
counts of each county sheriff. In 
compliance with this law, the au¬ 
ditor issues two sheriff’s reports 
each year: one reporting on the 
audit of the sheriff’s tax account 
and the other reporting on the 
audit of the fee account used to 
operate the office. 

Recent changes in auditing 
standards require the auditor’s 
letter to communicate whether 
the sheriff’s settlement presents 
fairly the taxes charged, credited 
and paid of the Clinton County 
Sheriff in accordance with gen¬ 
erally accepted accounting prin¬ 
ciples in the United States. The 
sheriff’s settlement is prepared 
on the regulatory basis, which is 
described in the auditor’s opinion 
letter. Regulatory basis reporting 
for the sheriff’s settlement is an 
accurate reporting methodology, 
and this reporting methodology 
is followed for all 120 sheriff 
settlements in Kentucky. 

The audit found that the sher¬ 
iff’s financial statement fairly 
presents the taxes charged, cred¬ 
ited and paid, for the period, April 
16, 2013 through April 15, 2014 
in conformity with the modified 
cash basis of accounting. 

As part of the audit process, 
the auditor must comment on 
non-compliance with laws, regu¬ 
lations, contracts and grants. The 
auditor must also comment on 
material weaknesses involving 
the internal control over financial 
operations and reporting. 

The audit contains the follow¬ 
ing comments: 

The sheriff should deposit 
receipts intact on a daily basis. 
During the course of the audit, 
we noted that deposits were not 
made in a timely manner. Our re¬ 
view indicated a total of 110 de¬ 
posits were made into the 2013 
tax account. The auditor found 
that 29 of these deposits did not 
clear the bank within three (3) 


business days. In addition, the 
auditor noted that four (4) of the 
deposits took ten or more busi¬ 
ness days to clear the bank. 

The sheriff lacks control over 
the deposit process and does not 
provide adequate oversight in 
this area. 

The Department for Local 
Government (DLG) was given 
the authority by KRS 68.210 to 
prescribe a uniform system of 
accounts. The minimum require¬ 
ments for handling public funds 
as stated in the Instructional 
Guide for County Budget Prepa¬ 
ration and State Local Linance 
Officer Policy Manual require 
that deposits be made daily. Ad¬ 
ditionally, the practice of making 
daily deposits reduces the risk of 
misappropriation of cash, which 
is the asset most subject to pos¬ 
sible theft. 

This noncompliance has been 
addressed in prior year audits. 
However, the Sheriff has not cor¬ 
rected this issue. 

We recommend the Sheriff 
immediately implement controls 
over the deposit process to assure 
deposits are made daily to com¬ 
ply with KRS 68.210. 

Sheriff’s response: We will do 
better. 

The sheriff’s office lacks ad¬ 
equate segregation of duties over 
accounting functions. A lack of 
adequate segregation of duties 
exists over all accounting func¬ 
tions. During our review of inter¬ 
nal controls, we noted the sher¬ 
iff’s bookkeeper opens incoming 
mail, collects tax payments, pre¬ 
pare deposits, prepares daily tax 
collection journals, and prepares 
monthly tax reports. 

Limited budget places restric¬ 
tions on the number of employ¬ 
ees the sheriff can hire. When 
faced with limited number of 
staff, compensating controls 
should be in place to offset the 
lack of segregation of duties. 

Lack of oversight could re¬ 
sult in misappropriation of assets 
and/or inaccurate financial re¬ 
porting to external agencies such 
as the Department of Revenue 


and other taxing districts, which 
cold occur but go undetected. 

A segregation of duties over 
various accounting functions, 
such as opening mail, collecting 
cash, preparing bank deposits, 
preparing monthly reports or the 
implementation of compensating 
controls, when needed because 
the number of staff is limited, is 
essential for providing protection 
from asset misappropriation and/ 
or inaccurate financial reporting. 
Additionally, proper segregation 
of duties protects employees in 
the normal course of performing 
their daily responsibilities. 

To adequately protect against 
misappropriation of assets and/ 
or inaccurate financial report¬ 
ing, the sheriff should separate 
the duties involving the opening 
of mail, collecting and deposit¬ 
ing of cash, and preparing the 
monthly tax reports. If, due to a 
limited number of staff, this is 
not feasible, strong oversight in 
these areas should occur and in¬ 
volve an employee not currently 
performing any of those func¬ 
tions. Additionally, the sheriff 
can provide this oversight. If the 
Sheriff does implement compen¬ 
sating controls, these should be 
documented on the appropriate 
source documents. 

Sheriff’s response: We will do 
better. 

The sheriff’s responsibilities 
include collecting property taxes, 
providing law enforcement and 
performing services for county 
fiscal court and courts of justice. 
The sheriff’s office is funded 
through statutory commissions 
and fees collected in conjunction 
with these duties. 

The audit report can be found 
on the auditor’s website.

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Edelen releases Audit of Clinton 
County Sheriff's Office 


State Auditor Adam Edelen 
has released the audit of the 2013 
financial statement of Clinton 
County Sheriff Ricky Riddle. 
State law requires the auditor 
to annually audit the accounts of 
each county sheriff. In compli¬ 
ance with this law, the auditor 
issues two sheriff’s reports each 
year; one reporting the audit of 
the sheriff’s tax account and the 
other reporting on the audit of 
the fee account used to operate 
the office. 

Recent changes in auditing 
standards require the auditor’s 
letter to communicate whether 
the financial statement presents 
fairly the revenues, expenditures 
and excess fees of the Clinton 
County Sheriff in accordance 
with generally accepted ac¬ 
counting principles in the United 
States. The report found that the 
financial statement of the sher¬ 
iff did not follow this format; 
however, the sheriff’s financial 
statement is fairly presented in 
conformity with the regulatory 
basis of accounting, which is an 
acceptable reporting methodol¬ 
ogy. This reporting methodology 
is followed for all 120 sheriff au¬ 
dits in Kentucky. 

As part of the audit process, 
the auditor must comment on 
non-compliance with laws, regu¬ 
lations, contracts and grants. The 
auditor must also comment on 
material weaknesses involving 
the internal control over financial 
operations and reporting. 

The audit contains the follow¬ 
ing comments: 

The sheriff should account 
for all receipts in the appropriate 
accounts. The sheriff engaged in 
the practice of transferring funds 
between multiple accounts in or¬ 
der to cover operating expenses 
of his office. Our examination 
of receipts and disbursements 
indicated in January 2013, the 
Sheriff transferred $20,000 from 
the Drug Eradication account to 
the 2013 fee account to cover 
operating expenses of his office. 
However, in December 2013, the 
2013 fee account reimbursed the 
Drug Eradication account to cor¬ 
rect the error. 

KRS 134.16(5) states, “Other 
than as permitted for investments 


and expenditures by this chapter, 
the sheriff shall not apply or use 
any money received by him for 
any purpose other than that for 
which the money was paid or 
collected.” 

We recommend the sheriff re¬ 
frain from making loans to vari¬ 
ous accounts, and that all receipts 
are deposited to the appropriate 
accounts. 

Sheriff’s response: It has been 
paid back to the account. 

The sheriff should deposit 
receipts intact on a daily basis. 
During the course of the audit, 
we noted that deposits were not 
made in a timely manner. Our re¬ 
view indicated a total of 175 de¬ 
posits were made into the 2013 
fee account. The auditor found 
92 of those deposits did not clear 
the bank within three (3) busi¬ 
ness days. In addition, the audi¬ 
tor noted that twenty-five (25) of 
the deposits took over nine busi¬ 
ness days to clear the bank. 

The sheriff lacks controls 
over the deposit process and does 
not provide adequate oversight in 
this area. 

The Department for Local 
Government (DLG) was given 
the authority by KRS 68.210 to 
describe a uniform system of ac¬ 
counts. The minimum require¬ 
ments for handling public funds 
as stated in the Instructional 
Guide for County Budget Prepa¬ 
ration and State Local Finance 
Officer Policy Manual require 
that deposits be made daily. Ad¬ 
ditionally, the practice of making 
daily deposits reduces the risk of 
misappropriation of cash, which 
is the asset most subject to pos¬ 
sible theft. Also, when deposits 
are not made timely, the risk that 
the bank account can be over¬ 
drawn is increased. 

This noncompliance has been 
addressed in prior year audits. 
However, the sheriff has not cor¬ 
rected this issue. 

We recommend the sheriff 
immediately implement controls 
over the deposit process to assure 
deposits are made daily to com¬ 
ply with KRS 68.210. 

Sheriff’s response: We are 
short handed and we will do bet¬ 
ter. 

The sheriff’s office lacks ad¬ 


equate segregation of duties over 
all accounting functions. A lack 
of adequate segregation of du¬ 
ties exists over all accounting 
functions. During our review of 
internal controls, we noted the 
sheriff’s bookkeeper is respon¬ 
sible for opening incoming mail, 
receiving and recording cash, 
preparing of bank deposits, pre¬ 
paring daily checkout sheets, 
posting to the receipts and dis¬ 
bursements ledgers, and prepar¬ 
ing financial reports. 

A limited budget places re¬ 
strictions on the number of em¬ 
ployees the sheriff can hire. 
When faced with a limited num¬ 
ber of staff, strong compensating 
controls should be in place to 
offset the lack of segregation of 
duties. 

Lack of oversight could re¬ 
sult in misappropriation of assets 
and/or inaccurate financial re¬ 
porting to external agencies such 
as the Department for Local De¬ 
velopment, which could occur, 
but go undetected. 

Additionally, because a lack 
of segregation of duties existed 
and because the sheriff did not 
provide strong oversight for the 
office, the following occurred: 

* All Receipts Were Not Ac¬ 
counted For In The Appropriate 
Year. 

* Receipts Were Not Depos¬ 
ited On A Timely Basis. 

A segregation of duties over 
various accounting functions, 
such as opening mail, recording 
cash, preparing bank deposits, 
posting transactions to ledgers, 
and preparing financial reports 
or the implementation of com¬ 
pensating controls, when needed 
because the number of staff is 
limited, is essential for provid¬ 
ing protection from asset mis¬ 
appropriation and/or inaccurate 
financial reporting. Additionally, 
proper segregation of duties pro¬ 
tects employees in the normal 
course of performing their re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

To adequately protect against 
misappropriation of assets and/ 
or inaccurate financial reporting, 
the sheriff should separate the 
duties of the opening of mail, de¬ 
positing of cash, posting of trans¬ 
actions to ledgers, and preparing 
financial reports. If, due to a lim¬ 


ited number of staff, that is not 
feasible, strong oversight over 
these areas should occur and in¬ 
volve an employee not currently 
performing any of those func¬ 
tions. Additionally, the sheriff 
could provide this oversight. If 
the sheriff does implement con¬ 
trols, these should be noted on 
appropriate source documenta¬ 
tion. 

Sheriff’s response: We are 
short handed in office and we are 
trying to do better. 

The sheriff’s responsibilities 
include collecting property tax¬ 
es, providing law enforcement 
and performing services for the 
county fiscal court and courts 
of justice. The sheriff’s office is 
funded through statutory com¬ 
missions and fees collected in 
conjunction with these duties. 

The audit report can be found 
on the auditor’s website.
